more garden produce than ever before 
in its history, even when a large part

Every schoo! building has been made 
the agricultural center for its district, 
and vacant lots and school property 


| are being assigned to residents in the 


neighborhood by the schoo! principals. | 
It is planned to start thirty agricul- 
tural supervisors at work, and the 
budget for the school board provides 
for them. Each will supervise the 
work in about ten school districts. 

The schools will be given the prefer- 
ence in allotting of school land, and 
vegetables will be raised by the chil-
